Memphis, December 20.—()— 
Courtney Glisson, young teller of the 
Bank of Commerce and ‘Trust com- 
pany, Memphis, who fled leaving short- 
ages approximating $463,000, was in 
the hands of the law tonight after 
seven weeks of nation-wide search, ac- 
cording to an announcement hy Mem- 
phis police authorities. 

Tére whereabouts of the absconding 
teller and details of his arrest were 
withheld by officers who declared Glis- 
gon would be returned to Memphis be- 
fore Christmas day. Disclosure of these 
details, police said, might interfere 
with plans for bringing the wanted 
man back to the scene of his confessed 
offense. 

Rewards totalling $5,500 offered by 
a bonding company and by the vic- 
dimized bank for Glisson’s arrest, were 
canceled in the announcement made 
by Will T. Griffin, inspector of de- 
fectives.

HEFLIN REPEATS 
MURDER CHARGES 


Declares Jess Smith Knew 
Too Much; Says Bootleg 
Cash Was Used To Re- 
pay Mellon.

Washington, December 20.—No in- 
quest was held over the body of Jess 
Smith who was found dead from a 
gunshot wound in the apartment of 
his friend, then Attorney General 
Daugherty, early on May 30, 1923. 

“It was a plain case of suicide and 
no inquest is required under the law 
in such cases,’ Coroner J. Ramsey 
Nevitt, who viewed the body, told 
the United News today, commenting 
on the charges of Senator Heflin, Al- 
abama democrat, that Smith was mur- 
dered for political reason because he 
knew too much. 

Heflin Renews Charges. 

Heflin renewed his charges in the 
senate today. He quoted from testi- 
mony in a trial at Mobile, Ala., sey- 
eral years ago. United States District 
Attorney Aubrey Boyles testified that 
he had been told by Frank Boykin, 
a politician in Alabama, the follow- 
ing: 

“You know Secretary Mellon loan- 
ed the republican national committee 
$5,000,000. Only $3,000,000 has been 
repaid. There is a deficit of $2,000,- 
OW). Jesse Smith is charged with get- 
ting up that money.

“That is one reason why they want-

“It was ru- 
mored that Jess Smith desired to make 
a clean breast of it all, But he did 
not. He died. He was murdered.”

The mother is still desperately 
ill in the hospital. The condi- 
tion of the father has improved, 
and physicians believe that soon 
he may be able to do some kind 
of light work if it continues for 
the better. 


Careful medical attention and 
sufficient food will prolong the 
lives of mother and father, which 
means that a home that is in daily 
danger of being broken up for- 
ever by lack of money, if not by 
death, will be kept whole. 


The children must have good 
food and warm clothing, or it 
won’t be a great while before 
they, too, become ill. None of 
them are as Strong as they should 
be. 


SIGHT RESTORED 
BY CLINIC PHYSICIANS. 


The father was brought home 
from the hospital about a month 
ago, but he is under constant 
care of the charity clinic at 
Grady. At first the disease, 
which came upon him suddenly, 
totally deprived him of his sight. 
But work of Grady doctors has 
» practically restored his sight, and 
it is believed that in another 
month or so his eyes will be én- 
tirely well. 

But it will be quite a while 
before he jis in condition to earn 
bread for his family as he did 
before.

Holt, receiver for C. G. Rawlings. 

Rawlings and J. J. Tanner now are 
serving life sentences for the death of 
Tarbutton, Johnson county farmer, 
who was killed February 17, 1925 
An insurance policy of $25,000 from 
the Southern States Life Insurance 
cempany, in which Rawlings was ben- 
eficiary, also contained a double in- 
demnity clause which provided for 
payment of $50,000 in case Tarbutton 
met death accidently. 

Tanner was brought from Milledge- 
ville to Atlanta to testify in the case, 
by a special order of the court signed 
by Judge Sibley, and Judge Tilson, 
judge of the middle federal district of 
Georgia. 

Counsel for the plaintiff claimed 
that Tarbutton did meet death acci- 
dently, although two men are now 
serving life sentences on a charge of 
murder of Tarbutton. Counsel for the 
defendant company contended that 
Tarbutton’s death was intentional on 
the part of the two men now serving 
life sentence. 

The insurance company was repre- 
sented by Spaulding, McDougall and 
Sibley, Bryan and Middlebrooks and 
A. J. Orme, Winfield P. Jones and 
A. W. Evans represented Holt. 

Tarbutton and Rawlings were rela- 
tives and tie killing caused a sensa- 
tion in Johnson county, where Tar- 
button was well known. Both were 
members of prominent families and 
had joint farm interests. 

‘Tarbutton carried life insurance pol- 
icies amounting approximately to $85,- 
000. some being payable to the firm 
of Rawlings & Tarbutton and to the 
bank at Sandersville, where both were 
interested as stockholders. It was the 
policy made to Rawlings that was the 
bone of contention in the suit. 

The case was one of the most un- 
usual ever tried in this district of the 
federal court. Considerable interest 
was aroused and the trial consumed 
more than two days.

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WIDOW $100,000 


Urbana, Ill., December 20.—The late 


Senator Willi:m M. McKinley, of 
Hilinois, left $100,000 to his widow, 
Mrs. Kate Frisbie McKinley, 
whom he had not lived for many years. 

His will, made public Monday, dis- 
closed that the McKinley estate is 
worth considerably more than $600,- 
000, probably in excess of $1,000,000. 
This is small, however, consider:..¢ 
that the late senztor during his life- 
time had made bequests to charitable 
and educational institutions totaling 
more than 36,000,000. 

The document, in a measure, dis- 
closed the relationship between Sena- 
tor McKiuley and his wife who has 
been an invalid for many years and 
whose family, at the time of her mar- 
riage, was said to have been op- 
posed to Mckinley as a son-in-law be- 
cause of his comparative poverty. 

“To my wife, Kate F. McKinley, I 
bequeath $100,000 in 5 per cent bonds, 
knowing as LI do that she can legally 
claim much more, but also knowing 
she is just and fair and I am satisfied 
she will acquiesce in this disposition 
of my estate,” the will said. 

As a Christmas gift, McKinley di- 
rected executors of the estate to pay 
annually to wives of Champaign, JI1., 
ministers the sum of $50 each, the 
money to come from a $300,000 trust 
fund created by the will. 

McKinley left $100,000 for erection 
of the “McKinley Memorial” in Cham- 
paign, to be “properly conveyed to 
the Young Mens’ Christian association 
of Illinois.” 

Another $100,000 in bonds was left 
to George M. Mattis. a trustee, to be 
turned over to the Y. M. C. A. upon 
Mattis’ death.

State 
Senator Alexander Simpson, arguing 
before the court of errors and appeals, 
contended that the verdict recommend- 
ed life imprisonment for both.

PANAMA 10 RELP 
PROTECT CANAL 


Washington, December 20.—Coop- 
eration of the Republic of Panama in 
protecting defenses of the Panama 
eanal is guaranteed in a treaty be- 
tween the United States and Panama, 
now awaiting confirmation of the re- 
spective governments, 

“The Republic of Panama will con- 
sider herself in a state of war in ca:e 
of any war in which the United Staces 
should be a_ belligerent,” says the 
treaty. “In order to render more et- 
fective defense of the canal, Panama 
will, if necessary, in the opinion of 
the United States government, turn 
over to the United States all terri- 
tory in the Republie of Panama dur- 
ing the period of actual or threatened 
hostilities, control and operation -of 
the wireless and radio communica- 
tions, aircraft and aviation centers 
and aerial navigation.” 

While the offiical draft of the treaty 
probably will not be announced until 
it is ratified its provisions have been 
learned authoritatively by the United 
News. 

It provides among other things that 
armed fuorees of the United States 
shall have free transit through Panama 
in times of peace for maneuvers or 
other purposes, provided due notice is 
given.

— (Spe- 
cial.) —Instead of taxing bachelors, as

Some of 
them had obtained employment on the 
Jersey shore; others. were jobless, 
seeking work in a last effort to do 
something for their families for Christ- 
mas. 

The- motor cruiser y.= used as a 
ferry between Manhattan and Edge- 
water. Its deck.and cabin were crowd: 
ed this morning for the trip across 
the river which began at daybreak. 

Many of the survivors were inclined 
to blame over-crowding of the cruiser 
for the disaster. 

“Usually the boat carries about 40 
men, but this morning’ we went out 
with about 100 aboard,” asserted 
Louis Ortic, who was taken from ap 
ice floe by one of the rescue tugs. 

Captain Marshall, master of the 
lighter Nonpareil, who saw the em- 
barking, also estimated the number of 
passengers at close to 100. 

“The Linseed King was about 65 
feet long,” he said. “I wouldn't call 
it a strong craft, its planks were only 
about an inch and a half thick. 

Danced to Keep Warm. 

“IT recall this morning the pier be- 
ing jammed with young workmen, 
dancing and singing and generally try- 
ing to keep warm. The launch came 
tg the pier about 6:15 and I remem-

“As we 
neared midstream I could hear the 
ice-floes crunching, so I cut down to 
half speed. The crunching wasn’t very 
loud but it worried me. 

Without Warning. 
“Then—all at once—a floe crashed 
into us and the launch started to go 
down. No warning at all—just a sud- 
den crash. 

“I shouted: ‘Boys, get ready and 
get out.

| it stop. Then I jumped through 
window. I tried to get as far as 
sible from the launch. I concentrated 
on that and managed to reach an ice 


floe. 

“Then I looked around. There had 
been life preservers on the launch 
and some of the men had managed to 
grab them. Others were ‘floundering 
around in the water. About 30 were 
hanging onto the sinking boat. 

“Others clung to the floes. Some 
had to let go because their hands be- 
came so cold. They just slipped out 
of sight and drowned. 

“TIT lay down on my floe and started 
paddling for the Jersey shore. By this 
time, tugs were taking the men from 
the river. I had got to within about 
100 feet of the shore when a tug 
picked me up and carried me back to 
Manhattan.” 

Goes to Report. 

Although his dripping clothing was 
rapidly freezing to his body, the cap- 
tain of the capsized craft refused to 
remain in New York or receive medi- 
cal attention. He insisted he must re- 
port to his company, Kellogg, Spencer 
and Sons, linseed oil manufacturers 
of Edgewater, and walked up to the 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth street 
i-rry, crossed to the Jersey shore and 
climbed the hill on foot to make his 
report.

Thus regarded, Mr. Bryan's best 
achievement was a career unsw.rv- 
ingly devoted to causes dictated by bis 
conscience.

Nowhere is this interest greater than 
in my own country. 

There seems no doubt that the sin- 
cere proponents of prohibition are 
actuated by the highest motives. And, 
if the experiment had proved success- 
ful, or were likely to do so, much 
misery would be obviated, albeit, at 
the expense of those who are able to 
use liquor properly—which is, after 
all, the true meaning of temperance. 
But, however sincere the motives of a 
eertain elass of reformers, their good 
intentions—according to my observa- 
tions—have paved as pretty a little 
hell on earth as humanity’s worst en- 
emy could wish. 

It is true that most of my observa- 
tions have been made in the larger 
towns, such as New York, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Chicago, and At- 
lanta. It may be, therefore, that pro- 
hibition really is enforced in the rural 
districts—so that the poor farmer has 
to be content with such innocuous 
beverages as cider, peach brandy, or 


“corn.” 
All Sections Alike. 


All the towns I have visited have 
been alike to this extent—that it is 
easier to get a drink at all hours, 
though I forbear to speak of its qual- 
ity, than it is in my own country. In 
San Francisco. obliging friends fur- 
nished me with a telephone number 
which was the passport to an even 
more obliging bootlegger. At any hour 


of the day or night he was willing to 


deliver his’ wares, at 15 minutes’ 
netice, 

Chicago, of course, shows the ex- 
periment at its worst, since Chicago 
ha habit of being superlative, both 
in vice and virtue. Prohibition there 
is directly responsible for gang war- 
fare which is unique for its cold- 
blooded ferocity and progressive meth- 
ods of killing, and it runs like a scar- 
let thread throughout the whole fabric 
of the thriving criminal enterprise of 
the place. Petty criminals realized 
very quickly that here was some more 
remunerative profession than their 
initial sneak-thievery ; the public want- 
ed liquor, and would pay handsomely 
for the privilege of ruining its hea'th 
with mordant, excoriating filth, so 
that they promptly became public 
servants. 

The enormous profits. perhaps even 


more than their pride of craft, result-| |) 


ed in a marked degree of friction, and 
since all parties were working outside 
and against the law, though often with 
the connivance of those paid to enforce 
it, their only recourse was to violence. 

Any obliging policeman in Chicago 
today will point out, with a sort of 
awe that is no reflection on his own 
courage, some sleek gangster impu- 
dently going about his unlawful oc- 
ecasions in the glory of startling 
clothes. many diamonds and an expen- 
sive motor car; that, you will be in- 
formed, is the notorious So-and-So, 
who has anything up to a round dozen 
of murders to his credit. So, vaulting 
ambition overleaps everything except 
itself since there seems no limit of 
violence and corruption to which they 
will not be permitted to go by public 
apathy. 

Police Are “Lukewarm.” 


The police themselves, at best, are 
lukewarm in their attitude toward in- 
fringement of what they feel is an un- 
popular law; at worst, they profit by 
it, as they very frankly revealed to me. 
Some of them, indeed, went so far as 
to tell me that they took “graft” as 
much because they feared to incur sus- 
picion from certain of their superiors 
as for the reason that the “greenback” 
is a convenient piece of furniture. 
Furthermore, I saw more “drunks” on 
nan Saturday night in Chicago than ever 
I saw in Great Britain, Glasgow alone 
excepted, 

Drunkenness is a beastly thing. I 
refuse to believe that the majority of 
American people are less pleasant than 
those ef other nations. All things be- 
ing equal, therefore, one imagines that 
drunkenness would be condemned in 
polite society here no less than else- 
where. But all things are not equal, 
for you have prohibition and we have 
net. I can find no other explanation 
for two things: first, that young men 
boast in public of their feats of intox- 
ication, and, secondly, that they very 
often silence the disbeliever by giving 
visible proof af their prowess. Female 
emancipation also has an obvious im- 
plication in this connection. 

To summarize a very brief and in- 
adequate survey of what are, neverthe- 
less, the sincere impressions of a 
friendly observer, it seems that prohi- 
bition, which set out to eliminate 
liquor, has so far resulted in an in- 
creased consumption of an inferior and 
dangerous article; it seems to have

The market for a time showed con- 
siderable activity and firmness, De- 
cember selling up to 12.75 and May to 
12.85, or about 15 to 23 points net 
higher. Demand stimulated by the 
ginuing figures then tapered « and 
the aftegnoon market was easier. It 
acted as if recent or early buy .« to- 
day had been disappointed over failure 
of the ginning returns to bring in a 
more general demand, and there was 
considerable liquidation or reselling, 
A little more southern selling also was 
reported which was accompanied by 
rumors of rather freer srot offerings 
Or a somewhat easier basis, but noth- 
ing definitely developed in that con- 
nection, and trading was not consider- 
ed active «iough to suggest any im- 
portant change in the general situa- 
tion.

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UNSWICK HEARS 
UF PORT DEVELOPMENT 


Brunswick, Ga., December 20.— 
(Special)—Major Elihu Church, of 
New York, an expert in the develop- 
ment of harbor and railroad facilities 
associated with the Charles Wellford 
Leavitt organization of ‘that city in 
the development of Glynn county and 


Brunswick, gave an illustrated talk 
here this evening. 

The purpose of the address was to 
point out to the people of Brunswick 
the steps which they must take in or- 
der to obtain the commerce and man- 
ufacturing that their natural advan- 
tages and geographical location entitle 
them to have. . 

It was stated that the success of a 
port and the growth of its commerce 
depended on its facilities, service and 
low handling costs. This required a 
sound policy of development with an 
organization working continually to 
put the plan into effect, the speaker 
said. 

“It is not enough to develop a mere 
trans-shipment center with steamship 
piers and railroad terminals, Prosper- 
ity only comes through the growth of 
industry in connection with the com- 
merce which it is sought to attract. 
Factories, warehouses and markets 
are sources of wealth to the communi- 
ties in which they are located. As 
cities must be good places to live in 
as well as work in, the whole prob- 
lem of regional planning is involved,” 
Major Church said. 

Speaking of water front property, 
Major Church said it is not what you 
have but what you do with it that 
counts. “Water fronts must- be used 
intensively,’ he said. “The value of 
a property depends on the use to 


| which it is put. Many industries build 


their factories where ocean ships can 
dock along side, so deep water is as 
necessary to industry as to commerce. 
A medium depth of water where barges 
and lighters can land is valuable for 
other forms of business. Shallow water 
fronts have their recreational uses. 
“Ships are attracted to points where 
they can load and unload cargo cheap- 
ly and quickly. Railroad connections 
so that cars can be placedtalong side 
ships and proper machinery and facili- 
ties such as storage tracks and ware- 
houses to accumulate and handle car- 
goes are necessary as loading and un- 
loading often cost more than the ocean 
vovage—the port with low terminal 
costs gets the business. 
“Railroad facilities are most Im- 
portant. Freight coming into the port 
over any railroad should be able. to 
reach any part of the port in the orig- 
inal car, This means joint use of 
te-minal tracks or reciprocal switching 
arrangements by the carriers. Belt 
lines and marginal tracks parallel to 
the waterfront are essential, as well 
as storage tracks convenient to ships.” 
Major Church told his audience of 
the revolutionary changes’ brought 
about by the use of the motor truck. 
“The cost of trucking Is now meas- 
ured by time not distance. Since it 


'eosts about six cents a minute to keep 
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a truck on the streets the question the 


w.!|trueckman asks himself is ‘How long 


will it take’-—not ‘How far am I to 
haul the goods.” 


“Motor trucks now transport freight | 
miles | 


long distances, often over 100 
and thus compete with the railroads. 
This requires good highways as the 
service can be no better than 


ate.’ the speaker said.

New York, Wecember 20.—The ginning 
report as issued by the census bureau as 
of December 13, indicating a .ginning of 
15,542,249 bales, was considered as bull- 
ish in so far as a comparison with the 
last ginning report showed ginnings for thé 
period to be 897.277 bales, which is under 


the 1.000.000 bales that was generally ex- 
pected for this period, It still remains to 
be seen whether the crop can be ginned 
out to equal the government estimate. 

In our opinion, it will be a decidedly 
difficult matter and we doubt very much 
if it will materialize. At this time last 
year 92 per cent of the crop was ginned. 
The ginnings this year indicate that only 
83.58 has beeh ginned. There remains in 
the three large states which include Texas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas 2,000,000 bales of 
cotton yet to be ginned., 

We understand from 
the bad weather in the south has heen 
so protracted that the farmers will not be 
able to go into the fields in many sections 
until after the holidays, which will delay 
further picking and ginning operations. Al- 
though the ginmings were bullish, the mar- 
ket only made an initial advance of 10 
points and during the morning this was 
lost under the influence of selling from 
commission houses and the south, In 
sport, the opinion was that the bullish 
news is out and the market again will 
However, the trade 
still continues to support the market on 
declines aud contracts are absorbed in large 
quantities. Although the market may ease 
off moderately, we do not look for any 
sethack of importance.
